Of European Nations 


London, Sept. 2. 


, Thirty-three neo nations ‘of GATT, — General Agreement on- 
Tariffs-and Trade — will meet on September 17 in Geneva with Japan's . 
admission one of the main issues before them. 

Despatches from Reuter correspondents in some: of the countries 
which will take part in the discussions show that there is no clear and 
common approach on the Japanese question. 


In London, for instance, the British Government's 


view is not tania 


although there have been discussions within Government circles for some weeks, 


But the Cabinet is known to 
favour freer trade and pay- 
ments although they have to 
take into account the vast 
Lancashire textile industry's 
fears of Japanese competition. 

West Germany Is taking a 
friendly view although it has 
not finally committed Itsclf. 

France is expected strongly 
to oppose Japan’s admission to 
GATT. But Belgium and 
Holland will probably cach 
support Japan’s acmission 
elther “on certaln conditions" 
or “with misgivings.” 

The United States Govern- 
ment has made a statement 
which appears to advocate oa 
compromise. . 

Hero are the views and facts 
from countries which will take 
part in the GATT discussions: 

LANOASHIRE'S FEAR 

London; The Japancso Issuc 
45 an important: one to the 
members of GATT, who have 
drastically reduced their tariffs 
during the course of thelr many 
meetings, 

If Japan became a member 
she would enjoy the benefit of 
these reductions and manufac- 
turers fear that cheap Japanese 

ds would flood their markets. 

hls is the Lancashire textile 
Industry's chief fear, 

The methbers of GATT do 
not deny that Japon as a great 
trading nallon is enutled to 
join their club. They recognised 
this when the question of 
Jupan’s admission was first 
rojsed at the GATT meeting in 
October, 1992, but deferred 
action’ while or Inter-sesstonal 
committee ‘studiod the subject. 

This committee's report will 
be on the agenda at the Geneva 
discussions, 

Though tho attitude the Bri- 
tlsh Governmert jvill take at 
Gencva is not officially known, 
the British Commonwealth 
countries have bound = them- 
aclves under GATT to freo 
their system of Imporlal Pre- 
ference, which allowed favour~ 
ed tary rates to trade between 
Commonwealth countries. 

‘U.S. PRESSURE 

This commitment was acccpt- 
ed reluctantly under extreme 
pressure from the United States 
and ;many-~Commonwealth. in- 

hove long been urging 
that the GATT should be de 
nounced so as to restore freedom 
to imperlal commercial policy. 

Lost week the Australian 
Prime Minister, Mr R, G. 
Menzies, declared his country's 


intentions of seeking a review 
of the GATT for this reason. 
The Australian initiative has 
had a vigorous welgdme = from 
rections of British opinion that 
favour a gy oaiealeedrrn tle 
up with the nwealth. 
But British Government 
oficials have been reluctant to 


comment, They point cautious~ |- 


ly to the communique issued 
Jast yeur after the Common-~ 
wealth Financo Mintsters’ con- 
ference. Here it Is stated that 
the Ministers discussed a Bri- 
tish proposal for a Joint attack 
on the “no new preference” 
ruls of the GATT. 

But somo of them. thought 
thls would be Inconsistent with 
the agrocd plan for a convert- 
jule pound and free world trade, 


NO UNITED FRONT 

It is believed that Canada 
and Indla, and probably other 
Commonwealth nations too, are 
still opposed to any extension 
of Imperial Preferences, 60 a 
united British Commonwealth 
front cannot be expected at 
Geneva next month. 

The = British Government's 
attitude to Japan ts made even 
more obscure by the possibility 
that the projected Cabinet 
reshuMle may’ involve a change in 
the persidency of the Board of 
Trade. 

Bonn: Wast Gennany fs taking
